JITDOE BREWHKR'S RULING.

Judge Brewer, of Iowa, has followed
up his roling of a few days ngo by o
more sweeping doeision in the shippers’
case against the vailronds.  His earlier
decision was an effect, that the rail-
ronds of Lhe state must seek redress for
any wrong done them in the - state
conrts rather than the fedeval courts,
His latest decision has been much more
radieal, It overrules fhe position he
had nssumed on formor occasions in
which the railroads were sustuined in
their injunction suits. He has finally
dissolved the injunction brought by the
railroads to restrain the state railway
eommissioners from exereising their
wuthority as provided by law. By
adopting this view, Judge DBrewer
makos it plain that the railroads of
fowa must accept the schedule of
transportation rutes as fixed by the
state commisgsion, ab lenst until they
ecan show that the rates so fixed are
unreasonable and unjust. The attitude
of Judge Brewer upon the transportua-
tion question must strike the peo-
ple of lowa as eminently faipr,
There i85 no disposition on  their
part  to  do  the  railponds of
that state an injustica or to discourage
the extension of railroad lines, They
asi for rensonable rates without dis-
erimination or extortion on the part ol
the roads. There can he no doubt that
if the railroads show good eause why
the schedule is too low, the people as
well a8 the commissioners will correct
the inequality, The roads have sus-
tained their losing fight against the
people on the ground, that the law
which provides that a rate may be nd-

vaneed whenever it 08 proved un-
rensonably low, puts the buvden of
making such proof on the railronds
thomselvos,  That is just the poin

which the railvonds are unwilling to
answer. - They have vefused heretofore
Lo certify to the exnct cost of service
and the awmount of capitul invested in
their porticular  wallropd  property,
Their rates have been aveanged with a
view of not alone puying operating ex-

ponses und o fair veturn on the actuul
capitalization, hut nlso Inrpre
dividends  on fietitions slock,
Here is  where the people of
lowa intend to draw the line. They

do not propese to pay the vailrowds o
rato adjusted on a scale to give returns
on cupital never invested but Noated for
speculative purposes, It will therefore
ho mosat interesting to watch the deve-
lopment of the railvond problem in Towa,
The guestion isas to whether will the
railroads grietty swallow the pill and

The Largest Eleoirvic Generating Ma-
chines in the World.

The two larzest dynnmos in the world
Tor the generation of electiricity have
just been placed inthe new plant a the
Fdison  Kleeteie Light  company, on
Sansom strect above Ninth, says the
Philadelphia Record,  In addition to
Deimge the lnpgrest they are also the most
powerful machines of their kind ever
constructed?  Fach is capable of cnrpry-
ing 3,000 lgrhts at one time,und they will
ordinanmly  earey about 2,00 lights
each, The dynamos are per-
feol monstrosities, and weigh eighteen
tons or 6,000 pounds apiece.  They
stund ton feet high dand are about six
foet in breadih. _

The composition of each is mainly
copper, which is the best conductor of
electricity., The nrmature alone winghs
5,000 pounds and enn make 40 rovolin-
tions per minute, o perfect prodigy in
machine worls, all things considerad,
Lepding from the girantic dynamos are
bars of copper o henyy wires one inch
in dinmeter, while the switehh which
turns the curvent off and on lpoks lilke
the reverse lever of o locomotive. Tha
belt which will drive the mastodonic
dynnmos is 20 inehes wide nnd wave ls
al the marvelous rate of one mile per
minute,
